Well, 
that's hard to figure, for we work by 
the job. We dou't clenn clock faces in 
whiter, so we make enough in tbe 
summer to lost the year round. Of 
course sometimes tbe clocks are taken 
out of tbeir cases and repaired In the 
shops. Last year I cleared $2,000 and 
visited only two other cities, Chicago 
and Boston. This year I'll make more, 
because building operations have grlm- 
td tbe clocks and given our trade a 
lift"—New York Post.

'In the foot races of the ancient 


3reeks," says a writer, "the shape of 
lie stadium caused a great difference, 
since It was not circular, but long and 
narrow, with one or both cuds semicir- 
cular. Consequently the ruuuers had 
n'take a sharp turn at tbe eud of each 
ap, while except at the turn they were 
running a straight course. Evidently 
this turn needed much practice, for tbe 
pictures on the old vases show athletes 
mieticing this one part of the race as 
a^klud of drill, taking each movement 
eparately. 
"In early times, when all the runners 
urned round tbe same post, the turn 
fuve opportunities for foul play, and 
there are stories of one competitor trip- 
plug another at tbe post or seizing him 
by tbe hair to prevent his wlnulng. 
But later, lu the shorter distances at 
least, each runner bad his own track 
and post to turn round, and probably 
the separate courses were roped off iu 
much the same way ao they are now 
In sprint races. For the start elaborate 
arrangements were made and at Olyrn- 
pia the stone slabs are still to be seen, 
with the grooves at regular intervals 
that bad to be toed at starting. 


"Greek long distance men ran in the

Tlwre bag been 
a great deal of criticism of tbe canal 
commission for not proveedlug faster. 
But Ibe fact is tbat the work has Iweii 
pushed as rapidly us ponible consider- 
ing the nuniber of changes iu Ibe. com- 
mission and engineers that have been 
uecertwry. 


Tbe decision ai to Ibe type of canal 


marks an important period in tbe work, 
aud il Is just aa well lo consider al this 
moment what has already beeu ac- 
complished. 
In the tint place tbe 


Irthuius baa beeu cleaned up as it was 
never thought possible to do it. Iu 
fact tbe work of tbe sanitary corps un- 
der Col. Oorges bai been as Important 
as tbe digging of the canal Itself. For 
the sanitation of tbe Isthmus has made 
it a habitable strip. Tbe French tried 
to do Ibe canal work without the prfe 
limiiiary saultatlou aud failed utterly. 
Of course partisan critics will profeM 
themselves skeptical of Ibe amount of 
work actually dune. But the records 
of Ibe war aeparlmeut stale the follow- 
ing as some of the things accomplished. 
A newer system has been advised for 
the town of Panama aud is half com- 
pleted. Tbe town Is being paved with 
brick for the easier cleaning and polic- 
ing, aud i here has beeu installed a com- 
plete system of water works so tlitt for 
the first time iu three centuries tbe in- 
habitants will have good drainage and 
a pure drinking supply. There will be 
three other water systems ueceasary, 
one for Ihe Culebra, one Empire and a 
third for Cristobal and Colon. All these 
are under way. By cleaning the towns 
aud killing the mosquitoes, tbe yellow 
fever cases have beeu reduced from 61 
iu June lo 3 iu October. There are now 
13, 000 laborers on tbe ground aud Ihe 
rate of sickness is only 25 per 1,000 
which would be considered moderate iu 
a northern climate. 


In the line of actual coustructiou tbe 


Uulted Stales inherited Ibe unfinished 
French work which consisted of fifteen 
miles of sea level- caual at the North 
end and five miles at the South. The 
work has eaten into tbe great Culebra 
Hill to a poiut 140 feet above sea level. 
This hill is 340 feet high and ten miles 
wide aud has beeu tbe great bugbear of 
a caual line at Panama. There are 20 
steam shovels now on tbe ground aud 
sixty more ordered or ou their way to 
tbe scene of tbe work. The Panama 
railway has been double tracked with 
tbe exception of nine miles which will 
soon be doubled also. This is not a bad 
showing for the work up to date. There 
has beeu u greal deal of opposition to 
tbe caual from the railroad interests 
which will of course be affected by it 
aud there probably will be a great 
many more calamity howls lo tbe effect 
that it is au engineering iiii|joss!b!lity. 
But oue can consider tbe progress made 
with a great dtul of satisfaction and 
the assurance lhat in about five years 
the work \vill be completed. 


Political interest in the past few day s 


has turned largely toward "Uncle Joe'' 
Cannon who as the uexl Speaker of Ihe 
House will have Ihe making or block- 
ing oTu great deal of legislation. Mr. 
Caution after Ills lirsl visit to the White 
House admitted what he would not ad- 
mit before, tbe possibility of railway 
rate legislation at tbe coming session. 
But he has come out in u flat .footed 
statement against tariff legislation aud 
there is going to be a hard fight over 
tins. Tbe President feels that he has 
the country behind him ou the tariff 
revision plan as well as ou rate fixing 
and tbe visit of the shoe meu the other 
day, beaded by ex-governor Dougla-s 
of Massachusetts, indicates tbat he Is 
gumg lo have some warm and strong 
support. There are some more busi- 
ness delegations that -are coming to 
Washington ou the same errand, and 
Speaker Cannon, astute politician as 
he is. will find he has all his work cut 
out if he intends lo block consideration 
of the tariff, aud as be contemptuously. 
expressed it. "prevent the country oe- 
iug held up-oy tbe tail this winter." 


It is uot often tbat Secretary Hitch- 


cock letb himself go as he did tbe other 
day ou tbe subject of tbe convictions in 
that Oklahoma laud fraud case where 
two men were imprisoned six hours 
aud lined 11,000 for illegally fencing 
212,000 acres of government laud. The 
Secretary declared tbat tbe conviction 
had cost Ibe government thousands of 
dollars aud fouryears of hard work and 
he was disgusted with tbe inadequate 
punishmeut In tbe case. He said, how- 
ever, tbat tbe government proposed to 
follow tbe case up aud if the fences 
were uot torn down tbat otber indict- 
ments would follow and a fresh eflort 
made lo put tbe guilty parties whure 
Ihey belonged, tbat was in tbe peniten- 
tiary for a term of years.

•death or was strangled or was poi- 
soned remain!) for an autopsy to dis- 
close. There are no evident marks of 
violence ou the body, which was fully 
clotned excepting shoes, 
aud 
was 


doubled up in a sitting posture, with 
the face down upon the knees. 
The 


body was bound in this position with a 
clothesline. 


Disagreeable odors drew tin- atten- 


tion of the lirst Horn- family 
to tlie 


Hammond rooms, whence not a souud 
had been heard for at least 10 cliiys, and 
last. evening the police broke in aud 
discovered the .bodj". 


A picture of Hammond was found 


by the police and his description has 
been sent broadcast. He is described 
as five feet 10 inches high, weighing 
165 pounds, with coarse features, very 
thick lips, unusually heavy black hair, 
rather straight and parted In the mid- 
-dle. 
\Vheu last seen he wore a black 


moustache. 


Within the rooms there was no evl- 


• deuce of a struggle, but many indica- 
tions that the ordinary life of the 
couple came to an abrupt end. None 
of the jewelry which tho woman was 
reputed to own in considerable quan- 
tity was found, but nil of her clothing 


• and the furniture and bric-a-brac were 
In their accustomed places. 


The woman was well known in Al- 


bany for many years, under the name 
of Mrs. Wilbcr Crarn'p. as the owner 
of a hnir dressing establishment. She 
•was married two years ago to Ham- 
mond. She was believed by the neigh- 
bors to be wealthy and owned the 
house In the South End where her body 
was found. 
She is said to have been 


extremely jealous of Hammond, and

tbe exclusive mediaeval prerogative* of 
tbe Orthodox Church—to proselytize 
or to wcede from which wa> it grave 
crime—tbe mightiest bulwark of op- 
pression falls. 


This will clear the way' for a genuine 


free public f-cbooj yystim aud compul- 
sory education. 


The creation of a Russian parliament, 


with real leeislalive rather than ad- 
visory powers—« body without whose 
content no law can be enforced lu tbe 
empire—gains Its supreme value In tbe 
fact that virtually universal suffrage 
basbeen granted. 


To appreciate Ibe difference between 


thin new scheme of representative gov- 
ernment, and the advisory Duma pro- 
Tided for in tbe imperial manife&ta of 
August It Is only necessary to recall tbe 
fact that under tbe plan by which the 
Duma was to be elected St. Petersburg, 
with 1,600,000 Inhabitants, would have 
CD 17 9,500 voters, including 137 Jews, 
and Moscow, with more than 1,000,000 
inhabitant!), would have only 11,000 
voters. It was Intended that In rural 
communities the 80.000 peasants should 
have altogether 2,605 votes as against 
1,972 of the lauded properties and 1,354 
of the municipal councils. 


With the extensiou of the right to 


vote to the masses of Russia one gets 
an Idea of tbe proportions of tbe czar's 
surrender expressed lu "an unchange- 
able rule that no law shall beenforcible 
without the. approval of tbe state 
duma." Up to this time the sole legis- 
lative and executive power Has been the 
personal will of tbe czar. Henceforth 
he can no' enforce a single decree with- 
out the consent of his people. 
• 


The guarantee of the right of habeas 


corpus and of "inviolability of the per- 
BOU" sweeps away at a single stroke 
the dreaded system of secret arrest, 
secret trial and secret deportation. It 
robs the minister of the interior and his 
police of their terrors. 


With free speech and the right of as- 


sociation aud union, political parties 
may be forced and the future of Russia 
"worked out in the open. 


Nothing la said about trial by jury, 


but the new parliament will have 
power to provide for that. 


Hitherto there has been no cabinet,

The 
particular miuisler 


who happened to gain ascendency over 
his sovereign's uiiud became for the 
tiiue the mil ruler. He could interfere 
will] and control any or all departments 
of the government. Sometimes it was 
the minister of finance who ruled, 
sometimes the minister of 4he interior 
aud tometimes the minister of war. 
The ministers plotted apaiust each 
other. They seldom worked together. 


The new cabinet must work lu accord 


with the prime minister. Count \\itte, 
and tbe people of Russia, through their 
parliament, will probably be able, as in 
Great Britain, to compel their sovereign 
to dismiss his ministers by simply re- 
fusing their ascent lo revcmie-ralaiug or 
equally important laws. 


No doubt one of tiw first steps to be 


taken by the new parliament will be the 
abolition of the dvornik system, that 
minatory and degrading arrangement 
under which every household in Russia, 
rich or poor, mnei accept the presence 
of a dvonik, or tpy. responsible to the 
police for a full account of Ihe daily life- 
tne conversations, opinions and move 
meuts of those whom lie is set to watch. 


Less than a million organized work- 


ingmen have brought about this great- 
est political-revolution m modern his- 
tory. 
And the moat extraordinary 


thing about it is the demonstrated 
power of an industrial strike practically 
divorced from violence. The Russian 
soldiers who fired upon rioters only a 
lew months ago could not be trusted to 
kill orderly, peaceable strikers.

Rhode Island Game Laws. 


From lat November this year to 81st 


December, sportsmen aud other gnu- 
new may shoot for tbeir own private 
m>e. partridge, quail aud woodcock, In 
the mate of Rhode Island, on those 
lands where tbe owners of tbe lauds 
permit them to do so. But these birds 
cannot be killed for market or sold, 
penalty $20 for each bird sold or ex- 
posed for tale. Market-men In New- 
port bad better, therefore, be on tbeir 
guard. It seems a peculiarity lu tbe 
law tbat oue can shoot a bird but not 
sell It. The law was panted, however, 
last session, aud it was devised to check 
the wholesale slaughter of these three 
game-birds by professional shooters aud 
pot-hunters. Such a restrictive meas- 
ure was deemed advisable to prevent 
tbe utter Extinction In Rhode Island 
of these birds. 


Rabbits and grey squirrels can be 


legally killed from 1st November till 
31st December. Grey squirrels are very 
scarce on this island of Aquidueck, and 
are practically of little use for the table. 
It is earnestly hoped none of them will 
be shot in either Middletown or Ports- 
mouth, for they are beautiful and harm- 
less creatures. 


The law Is peremptory as regards 


trespass. No oue lias a right to shoot 
on the land of another person. If he has 
not obtained permission to that effect, 
aud persons trespassing on land posted 
against hunting or shooting can be 
fined $20 (twenty dollars.)

Eacb acrew baa t double bead and

This delicate operation Is 


done by the sense of touch alone In- 
stead ol by sight, and great rapidity 
marka tbe skillful operator. 
Some- 


where, about a hundred screws ar* 
placed In eacb frame, and the frames 
are attached to a machine which pol 
Ishes tbe heads of tbe screws 10,000 at 
a time. 


It will be seen how marvelous these 


screws are, yet one of them forms but 
one tiny piece of a watch. Still, this 
will show tbe remarkable nature of tbat 
everyday article. When special watches 
are considered there Is Indeed room for 
wonder. 


For Instance, take the watch which, 


was presented to Catherine I. on ter 
coronation as empress of Russia. Tula 
watcb was one of tbe most remarkably 
constructed instruments ever made. 


On the opposite side of the works of 


this eitraordinary timekeeper there 
was uu exact representation of tbe 
holy sepulcber, with a carved image 
of the Rouinu guard stationed outside 
it. As soon ns the watcb case was 
opened tbe imitation rocks would roll 
away from the mouth 'of the Kcpulcher, 
the soldier would kneel, angels would 
appear at opposite sides of the opening, 
and sweet strains of music would be 
heard. 
This remarkable watch took 


nine years' uninterrupted labor in or- 
der to construct. 


The first clock la any 'way resem- 


bling those in use at present was made 
by Henry VIck in the year 1370, and It 
was made for Charles V. of France. 
This monarch was surnamed the Wise, 
but bis education was Imperfect in 
many respects, and he knew it well. 
As a result he was very obstinate lu 
his claim to know everything. 
He 


showed this obstinacy when 
Vick 


brought the new timepiece for his ap- 
proval. Tbe king could not find any 
fault with its working, so he criticised 
tbe figures on the dial. 


He told the maker that lie hnd made 


a grievous error, as the figures to de- 
note the hour of 4 should be four I's. 
Toor Vick ventured to tell tbe king 
that he was wrong. 
"I am never 


wrong!" thundered tbe irate -monarch. 
"Take the clock away and correct the 
mistake at ouce upon, pain of my dis- 
pleasure!" 


Vick bad to do as he was told, witli 


the result that all our timepieces have 
tbe fourth hour labeled 1111 instead of 
IV, as should be the case if the correct 
numeration were followed. 


How many people have tlie slightest 


notion why sixty seconds make a-min- 
ute and wliy tbe hour is divided into 
sixty minutes, and so on? Why are 
there not ten hours to the day and ten 
to the night? 


The reason is very simple. It is be- 


cause the people of Babylon reckoned 
not only by a decimal system of nota- 
tion, but also by a sexagesimal sys- 
tem.

Tbe 
astronomers divided tlie sun's journey 
into Iweuty-fonr parsangs, whence our 
hours. 


The Babylonian system was adopted 


by tlie Greeks. 
It Is one of the most 


remarkable facts of history that the 
system ban survived through , every 
change made since the days of Baby- 
lonia. 
When the the French revolu- 


tionized all weights and measures, go- 
Ing so far as to alter the days of the 
week*still they left tbe old system of 
notation'go far as regarded tbe reckon- 
ing of tlie flight of time. Even our own 
lovers of tbe decimal notation do not 
suggest that the old sexagesimal meth- 
od of reckoning time should be altered.

IIC«B aa shocking u any perpeiraMd Iu 
Parl*. 
The "reign of terror" luted 


•bout thirteen month*, or from Ib* eud 
of June, 1793, to tbe clow of July, 17M; 
when It wu ended bv th* execution of 
tobeapierre and hla aauciataa. Before 
t began, however, tb* kluf bad been 
executed and many bad follo«*d bim 
u th* scaffold. Months before tb* king 
win guilloiiuod there bad beeu manu- 
re, like that of tbe lOlb of August, 
782, in which live thousand are said 
lo bave perished, aud the slaughter iu 
Ibe Paris priauue Iu September, wbeu 
1300 were put to death. The "reign of 
terror" wu but tb* culmination iu lys- 
temof ihe spirit which governed the 
French Revolution when its direction 
wan wrested from tbe bauds of men 
who honestly i-ought to keep it consli 
tulioual reform. 


Priests were massacred everywhere. 


The ujob haled them partly because 
they were priests and partly because 
they were reminiscent of the ancient 
order. Protestants aud Jews were uot 
molested, which .vasouly natural In a 
nation in revolt against the ancient 
order thai had leaned ou Home for sup- 
port. It was not uulil the fall of Na- 
poleon \\ai followed by tbe "White 
Terror" tbat religious luuaticisui be- 
came muiderous, then Protestant blood 
was slud throughout southern France 
by bands of reactionaries. Napoleon 
had thrown the caieer of taleut open lo 
men of all creeds, an,I that was enough 
to identify Protestantism with Itona- 
pariifiu iu the minds of the Bourbon 
reactionaries. 


Whether the horrors of the Russian 


disorders have auy where approximated 
tboee of the French devolution before 
the "reigu of terror" began may be 
doubted. Certainly they bave uot made 
as yet any contributions to the lexicon 
of slaughter, such as "uoyade," "guil- 
lotiuade," "fusilade" and "mitrail- 
lade," each of which signified killing 
in masses, respectively by drowning, 
by the guillotine, by musketry and by 
grape shot. Possibly ihe Russians be- 
ing less impulsive lhan the French tbe 
atrocities will be checked by the rally- 
ing of the forces of order, combined 
witb the rallying of the belter insiiucls 
of the people. If, however, the mad- 
ness of Ihe Russians ruus Ihe eame 
leuglh as the maduefes of the Frcucb, It 
is reasonable to suppose thai il will 
have a similar resull, a people wearied 
with horrors gladly welcoming the one 
mau strong enough to give uud maiu- 
luiu order. 
| 


After reading the chapter of horrors 


that preceded his advent as u govern- 
ing Influence most of us have a feeling 
of relief when Napoleon appears upou 
the scene, with his otlicer's hatred of 
disorder and belief in discipline. 
We 


know Ihere will be bullies "enough lo 
come, but no more "guillotlnades" or 
"uoyadey,'1 aud that lo the murderous 
mania of ihe mob v/ill fluceed the civic 
tranquillly of u people who will obey 
such orders as they may from tune to 
time receive. The rcgiuie that Napo- 
leon established was nut freedom, but 
it was au absolutism tempered by a 
large intelligence, and, compared with 
Bourbouisiu, was enlightened aud pro- 
gressive. A similar ligure may appear 
iu Russia, If in excesses the legitimate 
aim of tbe Kussiuu revolutionists ia 
frustrated.

'unfair competition. Such part of this 
ruin of millers aa was due to improved 
methods or to economy resulting from 
manufacturing in large quantities, is 
both necessary ami legitimate. Bui 
Ibe greater part was uot due lo nuch 
superior public service—and public ser- 
vice is, afler all, the liual test—but to 
undemocratic railroad ditcrlmiAalious. 


So the steel trusl io-dav controls 


many independent irou mines of Min- 
nesota by au. luiquilous, unfair i>y»iem 
of railroad favoritism, tio the harvester 
and sugar trusU bave strangled com- 
petition. So the grasp of tbe elevator 
owuers rest upou the wheat aud corn 
•industry, preyiug upou tbe farmers of 
the couulry m the most secret aud iu- 
sidious ways. 


Let it be understood that It Is uot au 


attack upou individual enterprise and 
Industry, nor upou large fortunes, but 
it is au attack upou that piggish mdl- 
vldualnui which succeeds bv taking 
more than III share uf the public high- 
way, which does uol observe the com- 
uiou decencies of ihe gentleman in the 
street, but comes lo its fortune by 
crowding other men into the gutter. 
For that is what thu rebate is: it is the 
mark 
of commercial boorishueM.—
